Canadian Soldier, Walking With 
His Wife, Said to be Assaulted 
' ‘By Civilians 


LONDON, June 19.—Canadian gen- 
eral headquarters have given the Ca- 
nadian Associated Press the following 
official statement regarding the Ep- 
som disturbances: 


“The incident preceding the disturb- } 


ances at Epsom, which is deeply de- 


plored by the Canadian authorities, 
appears to have been due to the feel- 
ing of hostility which has been steadily 
growing between Canadians and de- 
mobilized Imperial soldiers which re- 
cently came to a head at Gulldford. 
Since civilians were fined as a conse- 
quence of that affair, Canadians have 
complained that when they go out 
alone or in small parties, they 
been attacked by gangs of civilians, 
It has not yet been possible to ascer- 


tain the reason for last night's occur- | 
rence, but according to some, a Cana- | 


dian soldier, walking with his wife, 
was assaulted by a gang of civilians. A 
disturbance ensued, seyeral Canadians 
being placed in the police station. Sev- 
eral more Canadians returned to camp 
with this news and a large number, 
resenting the treatment of their com- 
rades, went to Epsom with the idea of 
securing the release of the prisoners. 


Officer Accompanies Men. 

“The officer of the day, having fall- 
ed to prevent the men from leaving the 
camp, went to town with them in the 
hope of averting disturbances. He en- 
tered the police station to make en- 
quiries and as he did not re-appear for 
some time, the Canadian soldiers be- 
ing under the impression he had also 
been arrested, rushed the station, Con- 
siderable damage was done to. the 
premises, one policeman being so ser!- 
ously hurt that he succumbed, subse- 
quently, to his injuries. Several other 
policemen were injured, together with 
five or six Canadians, one severely, Af- 
terwards, the men returned {tn small 
groups to camp, quietly, and went to 
bed, Complete order prevails at the 
camp but the Canadian authorities 
have taken the most drastic measures 
to prevent a recurrence of any disturb- 
ances,"

True, the ball had passed the 
catcher, otherwise it would not have 
struck the umpire, If it had not hit 
the umpire it might have gone suf- 
ficiently far so that the runner would 
have had time to make home plate. 
But the umpire is part of the game. 
A ball hitting the umpire standing 
near the pitcher might be made ac- 
cessable to a fielder and a base runner 
stopped. If any distinction ts to be 
made between a ball hitting an umpire 


» behind the catcher and one behind a 
) pitcher, the rules would gay so, 


It was evidently under this section 
that Manager Drayton protested vigor- 
ously the decision.

LESSON 21—TOUCHING RUNNERS, | 
| ‘The short stop, all other things be- 


ing equal, should take the majority 
of the throws both from the catch- 
er and the pitcher to stop runners 
stealing second base. This however, 
fe an extremely variable rule. The 
importance of the short stop in this 


regard is much Increased by the mod- 
ern development of hiting toward 
right field behind the runner, which 
compels the second baseman to act 
as the chief defensive fielder on hit 
and run plays, and thus forces the 
short stop to take the throws in the 
majority of cases. The second hase- 
man, however, should cover the base 
when the batter is known to be a 
left fleld hitter. 

A clear understanding between ae- 
cond and short stop is necessary in 
all cases in order to ayold costly mis- 
takes, 

The short shop takes tne ball 
thrown by the oatcher in best position 
to ke a quick relay throw back 
to first, but he ts in the worst poal- 
tion and the moat dangerous in touch- 
ing runners, The second bavernan can 
set himself a short distance fr 
base, catch the ball and hold it for 
the runner to slide into.

In dealing with the question of 
how to make public worship more at- 


tractive, C. M. Staines was of the 
opinion that those  minfistets “who

turbances were preaching their 
churches empty. He would not ignore 
every-day interests, but he. would 
hold the Gospel of Christ up to the 
people as the one and only key to 
the solution of all probleme—social, 
political and labor. 

The place of music in the conduct 
of public worship was the subject of 
a paper by D. M. Duggan, who would 
like to see more attention paid to con- 
church, 
and advocated the discontinuance of 
paid professional singers and the de- 
velopment of amateurs, 

The place of the scripture lesson 
in the service was dealt with by Capt. 
J. C. Bowen, Its selection should be 
made judiciously, and its reading 
should be done with the utmost re- 
gard to expression and interpreta- 
| tlon. 

What prayer is and is not, and 
what is its true place in purpose and 
place in the program of the church 
service, was given in an excellent pa- 
per by Rev. H. L. Kempton.

jstudent, must have a study and ‘time 


to study was the position taken by 
Rev. W. T. Tapscott. ‘The culture 
of-the head and the culture of the 
heart’ sald he, “are the two great 


}essentials of efficiency and it should 
be a sacred room in which these two 
|sources of preparation go on togeth- 
jer. 


They must be carried on together 
for they are involved and interdependa- 
ent and must be continuous if the 
minister is to continue in efficiency 
and power.” 

Study he continued, was essential 
to the pastor because of the very 


jnature of his being so heavily taxed 
\gor brain work. 


The senators the 
lawyer, Nhe platform orators may 
make great speeches on special oc- 
casions, but the minister must week 
after week produce two sermons 
and consequently must 6tudy 
if his thinking and his preaching is 
not to show shallowness. Yet the 
pastor must not become a mere book- 
worm; he must study men and affairs 
as well as books that he may be able 
to relate his divine message to every 


day life. 
Rev. H. H. Bingham of Firat 
Baptist church Calgary, contributed 


a paper on Exangelistic methods In 
which he favored the study of evangel- 
ism in the normal life of the congrega- 
tion, 

‘ ‘All our methods in Evangelism” 
he said “will be of no avail unless 
in all and through all the Holy 
Spirit {1s to occupy the supreme place 
and absolute control and unless the 
message that accompanies the method 
is the unadulterated gospel of the 
grace of God. 

Mr. Bingham emphasized the place 
of ;eayér in Evangelistic methods 
and said that without it they all must 
become fruitless. He drew a sharp 
distinction between the evangelistic 
campaign and the revival. The re- 
vival may come aya result of prayer 
at any time, but the campaign has 
‘fixed and stated time of beginning 
and ending and the method heefavor- 
ed was that where the pastor was his 
own evangelist of the year, and es- 
pecially in the Sunday school and 
amongst the young. He also laid 
stress on the personal method of 
Evangelism and also urged a more 
extensive use of printers ink by way 
of advertising. 

In speaking on the subject of pastor 
as citizen, J. W. Turner said that 
no other profession than the ministry 
called for so much careful thought 
and diplomacy. The minister must 
always be on his guard as a citizen 
for his life among men was infinitely 
better than merely being an eloquent 
preacher. He must be a man among 
men. He must get away from the 
ancient idea that because he ie an 
ordained minister he is far above and 
removed from the ordinary citizen. 
The successful minister will not stand 
aloof from the vexing ploblems of 
human life and yet will not go to 
the other extreme of being on the 
strike committee in times Like these, 
was the contention of Mr, Turner 
who in concluding his remarks said

OUTLOOK FOR 
NEXT WINTER 
IS VERY POOR 


Butter for Future Use Goes into 
/ Storage Slowly and at Very 
High Price 


Ottawa, June 1$8—The cost of living 
commissioner reports as follows to 
the minister of labor, concerning 
goods in cold storage and in process 
of cure for the first of June:— 

Unsettled .conditions in the West 
have somewhat delayed the report 
and have made it impossible to in- 
clude as complete totals as ordinarily. 
The comparative figures for the Do- 
minion are made up, excluding Man!- 
toba, of totals including all holdings 
reported, 

Butter stocks reported consist of 
2,026,671 pounds of creamery and 
146,980 pounds of dairy. Compara- 
tive figures show this to be an increase 
over last month of 167.5 per cent. in 
the case of creamery butter, and 76.95 
per cent, in the case of dairy, but even 
60 these stocks are 24 per cent, less 
than a year ago in each case. In 
other words, butter for next winter's 
use {s going into storage more slowly 
than last year and at very much 
higher prices. The outlook for next 
winter is very poor.

The” cheese stocks reported are 2,- 
Comparative figures) 
show this to be one and three-quart- 
ers more than Jast month, but 12 per 
cent. less than last year. 

Eggs in cold storage have increas- 
ed to 7,549,451 dozen. Comparative 
figures show this to be 3.42 per cent. 
more than a month ago, and 10.22 per 
cent. more than last year. Eggs in 
warehouse other than cold storage 
amount to 883,400 dozen and frozen 
eggs amount to 287,922 pounds. 
While these stocks look well for next 
winter's supply, the price at which 
they are being laid down will make 
them a luxury next winter. 

The total stocks of pork reported 
are 85,084,771 pounds. Comparative 
figyres show this to be 8.42 per cent. 
less than a month ago, and 10.47 per 
cent. less than a year ago. The stocks 
include 6,080,413 pounds frozen pork; 
2,149,665 pounds not frozen; 2,222,- 
825 pounds dry salted; 9,012,992 
pounds sweet pickled, and 16,618,876 
pounds in process of cure. It will 
then be seen that nearly one-half of 
the total amount is still {n process of 
enre, and not in cold storage. 

The total stocks of beef reported 
are 26,118,350 pounds. Comparative 
figures show this to be 27.24 per cent, 
less than a month ago, and 37.9 per 
cent. mofe than a year ago. These 
stocks include 22,563,061 pounds of 
frozen beef, 2,527,074 pounds unfroz- 
en fresh beef, 688,951 pounds of} 
cured beef and 439,264 pounds in 
process of cure. 

The stocks of meat in storage indi- 
cate that for all our shipments over- | 
seas we still have plenty left for our} 
own consumption. 

Tho stocks of mutton and lambs re- 
ported are 2,030,048 pounds; of this, 
2,004,892 pounds are frozen Com- 
parative figures show this to be 21.32 
per cent. less than a month ago, and 
44.84 per cent. more than a year ago, 

The total stocks of poultry in stor- 
age reported are 1,950,622 pounds. 
Comparative figures show this to be 
$1.82 per cent. less than a month ago, 
and 279.48 per cent, more than a year 
ago. 

The fish reported amounts to 18,- | 
089,200 pounds, of which 14,987,983 | 
pounds are in cold storage. This is 
16.50 per cent. more than last year, 
and 3.85 per cent. more than last 
month, 

These large stocks of fish should 
be moved out and used up. They are 
most excellent food; in fact, experts 
tell us that this fish, if frozen imme- 
diately when it leaves the water and 
kept frozen until it fs thawed out In 
cold water in the kitchen, {s in reality 
superior to the fresh fish which is

Sir Thomas White sald that as far 
as the free admission into Canada of 
nickle was concerned, it was merely 
a continuance of past practice, Nickle 
had hitherto borne no duty.
